1. Pair of remarkably fine Grave Figures, of women 
standing, robed in long dresses folded across the 
bosoms and confined by belts, the collars, borders 
and belts engraved with chevron design and 
coloured red; each wears a separate shaped 
head-dress of helmet form; one bears in her 
right hand a Jui and the other a bird-topped 
sceptre.
